1. PERSONTOL 

(a) General BIjDENKOV handed over oommand of the HALLE Division to 
the new Divisional Oonnnander (name not yet knov/n) on 7 - 8 Oct 
1957. Oeremonfel parades for the ner; Commander were held in 
the HEIDEKASERHE (BS 8201), WCRIvILITZERKASERHE (BS 8205) ^-nd the 
Engineer Camp on the SAALE. 

(b) BUDENKOV continues to occupy his own quarters within the HEIBE- 
KASERHE. 

(c) a?he new 6^Wfi^^^,who is a Colonel, has taken over the 
ftT ^r.TnTnAnr^ft iir^lTia» just outsido the barracks , where Major ABMHOV 
is also quartered. 

(d) The new Commander is an artillery officer, v/ho nas seninr 
artillery officer in the HALLE Division until about two years 
ago, when he was posted to USSR. 


(e) BITDENKOV is a Tank officer who commanded an AFV formation during 
the war. ABRANOV is also a Tank officer. 

(f) In the enclosure in the HEIDEKASERNE for the recently arrived 
modern weapons there are about 2u0 officers and 300 NCOs, and no 
private soldiers. 

(g) In the rest of the HEIDEKASERNE strengths at 10 Oct were approx- 
imately as follows:

It is locally rumoured that the HEIIEKASERNE has a reserve 
ammunition depot near PASSENDOEP. 

(d) POL - HEIPEKASERNE 

30 Sen - 5 Oct 57 

6 X 3 -axled bowsers arrived daily from the direction of MERSEBURG 
with POL. The fuel was delivered to the POL stores intthe 
barracks, and all reserve drums as well as fixed tanks v/ere filled. 


3 . TRAINING 

Further training in loading and transporting AFVs on 4 -Q‘Xled low loaders 
has taken place. 

Loading of 2 x T.54s on to one low loader takes about 25 minutes, the 
power take-off winch of the prime mover being used to haul the vehicles 
aboard from the rear end. 

Driving practice with the two AFVs loaded has been confined to the 
runway and taxiway of the old airfield adjoining the HEIDEKASERNE. 

2 x ^.54s aboard) was 
estimated at 30 " 
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
